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REPORT CF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I hereby submit to the citizens and school board of West- 


moreland my first annual report as superintendent of schools. 


Below the names of the teachers are cited and opposite 
these the number of pupils enrolled this vear to date.

Your schools were found in good shape as far as qualifica- 
tions of teachers and equipment are concerned. The standard 
of scholarship among the pupils is as good as it could be ex- 
pected in rural schools where attendance is poor. I have used 
in most of the schools standard tests in reading and arithmetic. 
The results show that a few are below standard but the major- 
ity are up where they should be. We always have with us the 
backward pupils who require a good deal of the time and pa- 
tience of the teacher. The purpose of these tests is to find 
these and others, who are behind for reasons of their own, and 
vive especial attention where it is most needed. 

While pupils may be behind because of slowness in grasp- 


; 06 
ing the subject matter, they should not be so for the reason 
that they have been absent so much that it is difficult to decide 
- whether they are members or not. This brings me to the whole 
matter of attendance and it is a very serious one both from the 
point of law and the public weal. 


I trust that I may have the ability to make an appeal that 
will be of some avail in this regard and that parents will awak- 
en to the great responsibility that rests upon them in the mat- 
ter of keeping a child regularly in school. A child is not reg- 
ular in attendance unless he attends every half day the school 
is in session. The parent is responsible for seeing that a child 
not only starts to school and gets there but. he is responsible 
for the childs presence there during the day. The parent can. 
be fined for truancy if a child ‘‘skips’’ school. The only rea- 
sonable excuse for being away from school during school hours 
is sickness and that may not be accepted unless the excuse is 
accompanied with a physician’s certificate. 


Ordinarily we try to be reasonable and sensible in all cases 
and the benefit of the doubt is given. The reward so far has 
been a wholesale misuse of the good intent. Probably some 
parents do not realize that their children are absent as often 
as they are but a day now and again soon counts up. Mind you 
your children of today will be the rulers of this land tomor- 
row. It is your opportunity and your blessed privilege to see 
to it that your children get the benefit of the schools publicly 
and generously supported at your very door. May I not ask 
every citizen in town to aid in starting a campaign for regular 
attendance? 


No general increase in expense is anticipated this year. A 
few cases of, teachers salaries need adjustment both from the 
point of view of equity as well as from the professional side. 
The cost of scholars’ supphes does not seem to drop as readily 
as some other wares. I presume the reason is that the demand 
is steadier year in and year out. A considerably larger amount 
of state aid is available this year than last. 


Some general repairs around the buildings will have to be 
made during this summer. The school at the depot is in need 
of better lighting arrangement. 

No changes of any consequence have been made in the con- 
tent of the work of the schools. The policy has been to hold 
that which we have and concentrate on it. Teachers have been 
advised where advice was thought necessary. They have not 
been harrassed with new ideas one week to be cast aside the 
next. 

Allow me to thank the school board, citizens, teachers and 
pupils for their good spirit of fairness and faith that has been 
shown me during the year.
